but Melbourne’s Olympic Park 
will be one of the showpieces of 
the tournament. 


It's the foreign diplomats and journalists 
who will be most impressed though they may 
take their excellent facilities at Olympic Park 
‘for granted, coming as they do from countries 
which allocate large amounts of state and 
national expenditure to the upgrading of 
soccer stadia. 

Olympic Park is essentially a soccer venue. 
Athletics really plays a second fiddle to soccer 
which draws the bigger crowds to the ground, 
And should summer soccer become a reality 
Olympic Park’s floodlighting will call for in- 
creased usage of the arena 

The upgrading of Olympic Park costs $4.45 
million, with the Victorian government foot- 
ing $2.4 million and the federal government 
tossing in the remaining $2.05 million. 

Members of the media and VIP's will bene- 
fit greatly, as will players and spectators. 

é grandstand has been extended at either 
When finished it will provide covered

Two huge concrete ramps will shoot up

Another Press area, mainly for athletics cov- 
erage, is in front of the finish line on the 100 
metre sprint track.

Stand is a large VIP room which backs onto an 
entertainment jJounge. This jounge will be 
available for receptions and should get exten- 
sive use throughout the year.

Under threat of being label- 
led parochial, I think Olympic 
Park could be developed into 
the greatest soccer stadium in 
Australia. The next step in de- 
velopment should be to make 
the ground fully covered.

Fair dinkum, if ever there- 
was a tale of woe it is that of 
the season just past. ; 

Ali that is bad in soccer in 
this country surfaced and ran 
rife and at the present time, 
credibility is something soccer 
is devoid of. 

Once again the adminis- 
trators of the game must be 
prepared to shoulder the 
blame for the debacle. 

Leadership and example 
must come from the top and 
this certainly was not fort- 
hcoming. 

Politics ran rife and made 
soccer the laughing stock of all 
the winter codes. 

No real firm decisions were 
made by our administrators. 

Every decision that was 
made was one of compromise 
— a terrible way to run a 
sport. 

Let’s squirm in our seats to- 
gether as I recall the disasters 
of 1981. 

First we had all the reper- 
cussions of a disastrous world 
tour by the Socceroos. 


Personalities, politics and 
player power surfaced and this 
set the scene for the year 
ahead. 

Then we had the disastrous 
failure of the Socceroos in the 
world cup. 

Rudi Gutendorf was sacked 
and the resultant turmoil was

This of course ended with 
the ridiculous decision to stage 
the Philips Cup Final between 
West Adelaide and Brisbane 
Lions in Canberra. 

This only drew 6,000 specta- 
tors and if ever there was an 
expert way of how to lose 
money without really trying 
then this was it.

Late in 1971 a small group of Italian 
followers of the famous soccer team 
A. C. Milan formed a club in the Tho- 
mastown-Epping-Lalor area with the 
aim one day to have a team in Meal- 
bourne that could carry with dis- 
tinction the red and black colours. 


This seemed only a dream, a fantasy of a few 
people who believed that with hard work and de- 
dication one day there. would be such a team in Mel- 
bourne. 


Now, almost 10 years later, we have seen the rise 
of Thomastown to the ranks of the Metropolitan 
League. 


Today Thomastown is a power in Victorian soccer, 
perhaps not in playing standard but surely in organization 
and future potential, This year, for the second time tn a row, 
the Red Devils of Partridge Reserve have won the first and 
reserva premierships of the Provisional League and next 
year the club will campaign in the Metro. League, 


Some Philistines may say that there have been other 
clubs with the same meteorical rise but we must remember 
that until the end of 1977 the Victorian Soccer Federation 
did not have the present promotion system.

League scene winning two premierships but the club could 
not gain admittance to the Provisional League. in fact by 
today’s standards Thomastown lost four years in its quest 
to play in the highest ranks of Victorian Soccer - State Lea- 


* gue, But the club never complained. It waited until the right 


time came and when the doors for promotion were opened 
the olub started the wheels moving with military precision. 


Rather than buy its way to the top as other clubs 


‘ have done, and at times with disastrous results, the 
» Thomastown clan has built its strength on the ability 


of its committes and members. 
Nick lacobucci once said! “Time was not lost, experiance 


» was gained . These words clearly indicate the philosophy of 


Thomastown and its members. 
Step by step the club, with the help of supporters and the 


» Whittlesea Shire Council, has built a magnificent soccer 


complex at Partridge Reserve. The club is most grateful to 


» the Shire of Whittlesea and in particular to councillors Mi- 
» chael and Smith who have always helped in upgrading the 
» standards of grounds and the pavilion. 


But the club does not take things for granted. Ail the 
committee members are always working to improve facil- 


: ities for players, members, spectators and officials. At 
» present. work is being carried out in the bar and members’ 
* areas. As the club will host this year's Coppa Italia, tha most 


important soccer tournament in Melbourne for Italian Clubs, 
this years general elections have been put forward by a 
month so that the new committee {even though there may 
not be many new faces) can have more time to organize this 
mini “world cup . ; 


After ail the tradition of the club must be respected. 
At Partridge Reserve only the best will do. 


The success of Thomastown fies in its administrators 
who have guided the red and blacks towards the peak of 
Victorian soccer with intelligence, patience and humility. At 
Thomastown there never has been room for individuals and 
in moments of crisis the Alexander Dumas cry has been 
heard around the camp: ‘‘All for one and one for all”. 


At a time when there Is uncertainty in Australian 
soccer, clubs like Thomastown bring forward 5 sense 
of security, of great expectations and success. 


Stability is the Keynote at Thomastown. In 10 years there 
have been only two presidents, Carlo Valmorbida from 
1972 to 1974 and Nick lacobucci who has been unchalle- 
nged at the heim of the club since 1975 and who seems 
destined to be at Partridge Reserve until he collects his pen- 
sion 


Thomastown (Thomastown-Epping-Lalor). Soccer Club 
was registered with the VSF in 1972 and always has played 
at Partridge Reserve ‘ 


In 1974 the Red Devils won their first premiership under 
the leadership of former Juventus player Leo Divalentino. 
The following year the club bettered this performance by 
winning, undefeated, its second premiership this time being 
coached by the great Juventus player Johnny Sressan 


In 1975 TEL played 22 games with 18 wins and 4 draws, 
scoring 78 goals and conceding only 17. But these perform-

Provisional League

in 1976 Inomastown reached the final of the District 
League Cup and over 4.000 spectators watched this game 
at Olympic Park. With 15 minutes left to play Thomastown 
led 2-1 but then the bottom fell out of the side and Royal 
Park won 4-2 in extra time. That year the club installed 
fioodiights around the ground, a new car park was con- 
Structed and provision was made for approximately 4,000 
spectators, making Partridge Reserve one of the best 
equipped soccer grounds in Melbourne. 


1976 also saw the resurrection of the Coppa italia 
tournament in Melbourne and Thomastown reached 
the semi-finals. Two of ite players dominated ‘the 
voting for best players and Joe Carnovale beat Rocky 
Amuso for the “ll Globo Cup” being awarded to the 
best and falrest player of the tournament. 


In 1977 Thomastown finally was admitted to the Provis- 
ional League finishing third in the premiership race. At the 
end of the season the red devils won the Greensborough 
Cup against strong opposition 


in 1978 with Claudio Korlevic still coach the club started 
the season in great fashion and halfway through the pre 
miership race was well poised for promotion. Then Karlevic 
had to go overseas and the team lost valuable points and at

The beginning of the season saw Thomastown destroy its 
opposition winning the first 10 games including cup and 
premiership encounters. After six premiership games Tho- 
mastown was leading the competition undefeated but then 
disaster struck and in the space of a few weeks nine players 
were put on the sidelines with severe injuries. Once again 
promotion was lost. 


In 1979 Juventus organized the Coppa Italia and Tho- 
mastown offered its facilities to the black and white com- 
mittee. On the field the inexperienced red devils did very 
well reaching the quarter finals in the same group as Ju- 
ventus but due to the compastition system, which now has 
been scrapped, these two sides met in the quarter final The 
day before the game Korlavic resigned with the inevitable 
result that the team could not perform at its top and was 
soundly beaten 


As always the committee did not lose hope and im- 
mediately want to work for the following season. 
Marcello D’Amico remained as sporting director and 
the coach was Peter Balassone, the former Juventus 
and Triestina player. Balassone had previously coach- 
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ed Nunawading United, Nunawading City, Fawkner 
(twice) and Regent. D’Amico and Balaasone had been 
together for short spells at Regent whore they had 
formed a strong partnership and had taken this club 
to the Provisional League and semi-finals of the 
Coppa Italia. : 

In the search for success the club decided to sign young 
players who could give the club many years of service and 
who would follow instructions to the letter, Frdm Fawkner 
came Frank Dallas, from Western Suburbs Eddie Heable, 
from George Cross Charlie Rizzo and from Juventus four 
juniors who had won the under-19 premiership. These 
promising players were: Mauro Raponi (goalkeeper), Angelo 
Gasparini (midfield), Mauro Sorin (defender) and Gary 
Brooks (forward) 

1980 began in a blaze of glory and Thomastqwn surpris- 
ed everyone by winning the Peninsula Cup against Frank- 
ston City, Doveton and Rosebud. , 

The players were working very hard during training ses- 
sions and Balassone and D'Amico always were bringing for- 
ward new ideas. 

The first defeat of the season came against Sunbury in 
the quarter final of the Provisional League Cup when in the 
iast minute of the game the old fox lan Rejd pushed Ka- 
ramitanis and the ball into the net and the referee awarded 
the goal. . 

The following week the premiership race started against 
Cartton and for the second game in a row Thomastown ‘lost 
by the odd goal in three. This was the last official game that 
Thomastown lost unti] June 1981, a winning sequence of 
over forty games! At the end of the season the team had 
accumulated 36 points out of a possible 40 with 17 wins, 
two draws and one solitary defeat. The team scored 66 
times and conceded. only 13 goals. 

The premiership had been won with a seven points 
advantage over Cariton and 13 over Langwarrin. At 
last the club had gained promotion to the first division 
of the Provisional League. The reserves, coached by 
Joe Lia, also won the premiership and the final of the 
Provisional Reserve Cup against Langwarrin. 

Before the Coppa Italia the club won 12 major trophies 
winning all competitions it had entered excluding the elu- 
sive Provisional Cup. But the biggest triumph had yet to 
come. 

Balassone and D'Amico devised the hardest possible 
training sessions. Players had to endure tremendous pres- 
sure but no one complained, everyone knew that to win the 
Coppa Italia sacrifices had to be made. Thomastown had 
dominated the Provisional League but the experts were 
saying that the Coppa Italia belonged to the elite and TEL 
was excluded from the top seedings of the four groups. 

Without raising @ sweat the team disposed of Nunawa- 
ding (6-2), Triestina (3-O) and Vermont (2-0) in the elimina- 
tion rounds. In the first semi-final East Brunswick was ac 
counted for by 3-1. 


The final was to be played against Juventus who had 
defeated Fawkner 4-3 ina titanic struggle. Juventus fielded 
its strongest team including Incantalupo, Smith, Heery, 
Creeny, McGuiness, Tarquinio and so on. Against this array 
of players Balassone and D'Amico sent out 4 team of 
youngsters : 


For 60 minutes the two teams were deadlocked in a 0-0 
draw even though Thomastown had the better of general 
play. Suddenly Smith Reserve exploded when 16 years old 
Seb Magnano scored for Thomastown. Juventus, with its 
stars was expected to come back and take over out TEL 
skipper Karamitanis scored the second goal with a great 
header. 

With three minutes to go McGuinness reduced the deficit 
but immediately Magnano beat Fantoma after disposing of 
four defenders. 

The Coppa Italia had been won, the Impossible had 
bean achieved, at last Thomastown had proved that it 
was a great side. Tho winning team was: Raponi, 
Traikopoulos, Borin, Karamitanis, Alzzo, Dallas, 
Comer, Heable, Brooks, Magnano, Tavolaro. Other 
players used were: Taverns, Kendi, Garry Vangell 
(came on in the final), Papadopoulos (best and fairest 
who was away on honeymoon during the finals), Lia, 
Gasparini and A. Zuanetti. 

For the second time in five years two Thomastown 
players won the best and fairest and runner up trophies. 
They were Frank Dallas and Vince Tavolaro. 

At the and of the season Marcello D'Amico left to coach 
Bulleen and Balassone was reappointed coach with Joa Lia 
still in charge Of the reserves. 

In 1981 the club strengthened its already strong first 
team squad by signing George Kreskas from Ringwood City 
and Tony Cosentino from Regent, one of the best defenders 
in Victoria and easily up to Stata League standard. 

This time Thomastown started favourite and after 
some strong opposition from Mooroolbark and South 
Oakleigh, Balassone ied Thomastown to the pre- 
miership for the second year running, Lia did the same 


with the reserves. The firat team finished with 35 : 
points with 15 wins, five draws and two defeats, The | 
forward line scored 47 goals (Kraskas being tho top ; 


scorer with 19} and Raponi conceded only 14 goals 
taking the total to 27 goals against In two seasons. 

This year the club is organising the Coppa Italia and is 
very anxious to do very weil both on and off the field. Know- 
ing the ability of Nick lacobucei and his men Thomastown 
will put on a great tournament and the soccer team should 
give a good account of itself. 

Now the club is looking forward to 1982 and the years 
after. Balassone should still be in charge of the first team, 
depending on business pressure, but knowing the con- 
vincing ability of Jacobucci, Cometti and Di Paolo, the popu- 
lar coach will be at Partridge Reserve for a long time to 
come 

Some players will stay, some may go because in sport to 
be successful new blood must be infused in the team other- 
wise it will go stale, Players of the calibre of Philip Pagliuso 
of Northcote could fit the bill without any. problems. For this 
rdason any player who wishes to join Thomastown is wel- 
come to do so anytime 

The success of Thomastown during 1980 and 1981 
must be attributed in part to a near perfect raid on the 
player market and we are confident that in 1982 Balassone 
will have at his disposal a nucleus of players capable of 
continuing the victorious march towards State League. 

The committee and friends, like Herman Bertolissi, will 
furnish the necessary funds to buy players required. But it is 
never gone beyond its financial means. 

The Thomastown Soccer Club Is reaping just 
rewards for years of hard work, for years of thankless 
struggle to reach for the pinnacle of Victorian Soccer.

2. Willing characteristics (pugnacity, morale, 
‘ubmission to collective tasks, the desire to learn 
nd progress etc. ; 

3. Adaptation to the game (technical and tacti- 
al abilities of all individuals) 

4. Defence play 

5. Attacking play 

6. Ability to play in the air 

7. Experience 
Quick thinking and quick manoeuvres 

Players always must strive to improve their 
qualities as individuals.» Knowledge is one of the 
most important elements of soccer. It is gained 
through singleness of purpose. 

You have to have a large number of players 
with knowledge, intelligence and individuality for 
soch players can independently solve problems 
juring play. 

Almost all the teams are physicall fit, When 
hey play away they defend with ten players. That 
means that you must attack them with the same 
jumber of players if you want to score a goal. 
hen, however, you leave your opponents 50-60 
metres of space for counter-attacks which are 
very dangerous. 

The whole philosophy of modern soccer com- 

creating and using free space which is 
achieved only with quick thinking and quick ma- 
noeuvres. 

If players aren’t able to use their technique at 
speed, their ability to adapt to new situations isn’t 
adequate. Pattern play in soccer may have been 
thrown off, but principles of play do exist and they 
have to be mastered. 3 

Players must respect them, especially if it's a 
question of speed in running and passing the ball. 

Defensive players also must play offensively 
while still seeing what goes on behind them. 

It is necessary to perform as a team not individ- 
ually, and not to play in too much width because 
that play is slow, and major neglects occur. 

It is necessary that the players from the 
defence add themselves to the attack. Accord- 
ingly the midfield must move over as quickly as 
possible so that the attack finishes the action 
before the opponents settle. 

Once again speed abilities in modern soccer are 
very important. 


Goal in the first plan 
In considering how to score One goal more than 
the opponent, we must be aware that from a good

What is modern soccer? What are the re- 
quirements, both tactical and physical? 
These are questions to which the average 
spectator should have answers so that he 
can better appreciate the game from the 
terraces. As a service to the soccer fan, 
"Soccer Action” asked coach ROCCO ILLE 
to outline briefly what the modern game is 
all about. life was a star forward with Yugal 
and Pan Hellenic, and has coached Foot- 
scray J.U.S.T. and Essendon Croatia.

To be able to attack, it is necessary first that 
defensive problems are solved properly. To be 
able to attack it is necessary to have the ball, 
which means that it must be taken away from the 
opponents. 

It is necessary to find the best method and 
always to improve it. The players must learn 
every day. The more talented should be able to 
understand and capture more quickly the threads 
of play, but talent by itself, without work, doesn’t 
mean a thing. 

Individual actions should be allowed as a way to 
the goal, but to delude and dribble without creat- 
ing a chance or scoring a goal would only torment 
yourself, your fellow-players and the fans. 

It is necessary always to work on improving 
your centre cross, your play in the air, shots at 
goal from distances, speed in switching the ball 
from side to side. All of those functions have to be 
performed at the right time. 

It is necessary to solve technical problems and 
then the problem of scoring goals will be solved. 

It is necessary that every player has his free- 
dom in performing but with one restriction — that 
it’s performed within the framework of the team 
and for the team. 

That again means that in play, basic principles 
are to be respected. These are the transformation 
from defence to attack and the other way around, 
simultaneously performing counter-attacks, 
which again means that speed abilities in modern 
soccer are very important, 

If the methods of preparations and training are 
to be adequate, the coach must know very well the 
basic principles of training, structure of play, and 
the physical limits to which the player pushes 
himself during competition. On the basis of these 
principles, the coach prepares his players. 


Intensity of work during play 
A match lasts 90 minutes of which the ball is in 





? 
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carries out activities at maximum intensity for 
periods of 5-8 seconds (sprints, accelerations, con- 
tests for the ball and similar) in between activi- 
ties of moderate intensity (slow running and walk- 
ing and similar). 

These changes in work intensity during play 
demand a large consumption of energy. 


Every player knows how difficult it is after 
some sprints to urge himself once more to per- 
form intensive movement. 


How much does a player run during a match 


A player during a match runs between 6900- 
11000 metres. Naturally that depends on the role 
and the position of the player in the team. 

Of that, sprints and acceleration of 5, 10, 15, 20, 
25, 30 metres number about a hundred (straight 
and zig-zag running) which amounts up to 2000- 
3000 metres. For this kind of work a player uses u 
5-7 minutes. For slow g he uses up 25- 
min. and for walking 45-55 min. 


During that moderate work (slow running and 
walking) a player recharges his reserve energy 
which he used during his maximum intensive 
work. 

A defender during a match tackles his opponent 
about 16-20 times. That is only duel play on the 
surface (interceptions, clearances, blocking the 
ball and dribbling). A midfielder has 17-28 of these 
sorts of duels, of which six are dribbles. 

A forward has 12-22 duels of which half consist 
of dribbling. _ 

During a match a player heads the ball on aver- 
age 3-6 times. Midfielders and forwards during a 
match have an average 2-3 shots at goal. 


Pulse as an indicator of burden 


Pulse is a good indicator of burden to show the 
endurance of a player during a match. 

The players pulse in a match ranges from 130- 
200 beats per min. 

Over the total duration of a match the fre- 
quency of the pulse is 160 for 23 mins. 160-180 beats 
for 46 min. and 180 for 22 mins. 

The average pulse during a match is between 
170 - 175 beats per min. That is a very large bur- 
den, which demands mobilisation of all potential. 

Taking this into account it is necessary to plan 
training for intensive, short work with pauses 
during which the player is able to recover. 


Special preparation tasks can be performed 
with the help of exercises with the balls as they 
are Similar to play, but with that sort of training it 
is necessary to combine exercise without the ball
